Page 23, lines 10-25, please ^dete^he paragraph and r^rface^it with the following 
paragraph: 

The specific gravity of the granular substance is not specifically limited, and may be 
properly determined. In general, however, the specific gravity thereof is 2.5 or larger, and 
preferably in the range between 4 to 12. If the specific gravity is too small, sufficient pressure 
cannot be given to the solid catalyst packed bed. In this case, in order to give sufficient pressure 
^ to the solid catalyst, it is necessary to increase the amount of the granular substance, which 

creates a problem of high cost and the like. In addition, a small specific gravity has another 
problem in that, when waste water and air are introduced at a high flow rate from the bottom of 
the solid catalyst packed bed, the granular substance tends to move easily and is abraded. In this
